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Phanklin Chine is one of Shankliri’s many attractions. 
It is a fissure in the earth leading down to the beach, 
through which a dainty little stream wends its picturesque 
way. The Chine is about 300 feet wide at its mouth, 
gradually narrowing to a few yards only, but the great 
charm of the spot is the lovely tangle of trees, shrubs, and 
ferns which cover the bare rocky sides. Close to the head 
of the Chine is a chalybeate spring. 
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
